And suddenly there was with the angel a multitude 
of the h e a v e n l y host praising God, and saying. 
Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good 
will toward men. 
Luke 2:13. 14. 


The Christmas message heralded so long ago in Beth­ 
lehem has a special meaning for the whole world this 
year. We stand at the threshold of a new political ar­ 
rangement in Southeast Asia. We sense the coming 
cease-fire, the reduction of hostilities, the closing of open 
warfare. Peace is the word and with it comes hope. Our 
country has been so torn by war and the policies of 
killing that the Christmas message of peace, good will 
toward men has caught in our throats for nearly a 
decade 
Christmas 1972 gathers the hopes and yearnings of 
millions of people, for there is no better word than peace 
and that is why those first heavenly messengers used it 
with the coming of Christ, 
The New Testament saw peace and its meaning in a 
broader understanding than the cessation of hostilities. 
For them it meant reconciliation between God and man. 
the coming of Jesus being the sign of God’s love toward 
the whole world. Peace also contained, in biblical terms, 
a new relation between men. To be reconciled to God 
was fulfilled in your forgiveness and acceptance of your 
neighbor. Christians believe that Jesus Christ was the 
Peacemaker, serving the divine and human needs that 
always thrive on love and forgiveness 
Christmas 1972 will test every aspect of the angel’s an­ 
nouncement. The o b viou s need for peace overseas must 
not distract us from the same demands at. home. The 
controversies over the Vietnam war have piled havoc 
and hopelessness upon thousands of domestic victims, 
casualties of conscience and dissent. 
There are three groups that need special attention, for 
they have carried special burdens as a result of our 
foreign policy. 
1. The returning servicemen. Thousands upon thou­ 
sands of young men have faced major disruptions in 
their normal life. Too many of these men have come 
back from overseas, cynicai about society, tempted by 
drugs, and crushed by unemployment. They deserve and 
must have the high priority of government, educational, 
and religious groups to find their full life and their right­ 
ful place in this society. And that should be happening 
right now. 
2. The returning civilians. Some experts claim that as 
many as 100,000 young men of draft age have left this 
country (or gone underground within the country) rather 
than participate in the destruction of Vietnam. Several 
thousand chose prison sentences instead of military serv­ 
ice, Reconciliation must be offered here if we are serious 
about the word of peace at home. Amnesty can be a re­ 
sponsible act for a government to offer its own citizens. 
Many young men would accept the terms of domestic 
service to their country, perhaps for the same period 
that would have been claimed in military assignment. A 
thoughtful, concerned administration will find a solution 
to this heartache. 
3. The dissenters. There have been men and women 
that took courageous stands against the war and suf­ 
fered abuse and slander from may sides. Leaders like 
the Berrigan brothers, William Stringfeilow, Bill Coffin 
carried the burden of protest and carried it with nerve 
and intelligence. The imprisonment of the Berrigans was 
not a bright moment in American history. The release of 
Father Philip Berrigan (brother Dan was released earlier 
this year) by the U.S. Parole Board is one of the great 
announcements of this Advent Season and reflects leader­ 
ship of President Nixon in a most creative way. Good will 
may be the greatest gift of all.

The demands and compulsions of the 
yuletide season create a strain that is anti- 
Christian. The season of giving, for many 
young people, becomes a time of getting 
and grabbing. Since early childhood the 
kids have heard the phrase: What do you 
w a n t for Christmas? So Christmas be­ 
comes a strategy of building lists, negoti­ 
ating for big treasures from the grandpar­ 
ents and matching desires with the gang 
down the street It is not a good scene and 
the adults are in a worse bind. 


The compulsions of Christmas (self-in­ 
flicted) have been locked into commercial 
and professional requirements for many 
people. They send greetings to remind you 
of their service and sales of the past year 
—or favors sought in 1973 Gifts and pres­ 


ents in some corporate situations reach the 
bribery level rather quickly. The season, 
for some, becomes one grand manipulation 
with joy and best wishes rather distant 
from the act of giving. There are few bless­ 
ings in reluctant or compulsive giving. 


Cheerful giving is really an art form. 
The person or family that has learned this 
attitude finds that the Christmas spirit 
does extend around the year It means a 
steady transition from the childish mood 
of what-do-1 want-for-C h r i s t m a s to a 
broader, more compassionate t h e m e : 
What can I give to others. Giving has to 
be taught and it should be learned within 
the home 
It springs from a source of 
thankfulness and gratitude toward God, 
who, according to St Paul, sees that you 
always have enough 


Aside from overcoming our selfishness 
and self-protection, we are faced in the 
20th century with what churchman Rich­ 
ard Knox Smith calls “ compassion fa­ 
tigue.” The evening news on television 
churns with all the global alarms and 
catastrophes: a tidal wave in India, an 
earthquake in Ecuador, a famine in Africa. 


The sensitive viewer steels himself against 
the demands of the world lest he be broken 
by its tragedy and calamity. His response 
is limited by distance and resource, so his 
charitable mood is diminished and com­ 
passion fatigue sets in. 
The caring person and the giving family 
has to face realistically the needs of life. 
One solution may be to concentrate on cer­ 
tain areas of philanthropy for a given pe­ 
riod of time. One cannot support respon­ 
sibly every appeal and request and need. 
The advice here is to narrow the direction 
of one’s cash and energy, believing that 
others must take up the slack during our 
absence or participation. 
Since giving includes our intellectual 
involvement (translated in meetings, dis­ 
cussions, research, and advocacy) as well 
as dollar contributions, we may want to fol­ 
low priorities here as well. None of us has 
the total schedule to follow the concerns of 
pollution, population explosion, urban de­ 
cay. problems of youth and aging, abortion 
reform, war and peace and a thousand 
other questions with any kind of regular 
attention Here again we must narrow our 
interests in order to widen our influence. 
Christmas should be a season of educa­ 
tion as well as celebration and a great 
start can be made when we substitute giv­ 
ing for getting.

They Still Speak 
Aramaic, The 
Language of Jesus 


In the village of M a’lula 
in Syria, where the houses 
of heavy native stone are 
tinted blue, one would h ard ­ 
ly notice the passage of time 
since the birth of Christ, 
over 2000 years ago. The 
people have changed little, 
in dress and habits, and 
more importantly in their 
speech. For it is here in 
Ma'lula. as well as in two 
other villages in Syria, Je b - 
adeen 
and 
Bakhaa, 
that 
one can hear the Aramaic 
language Christ used dur­ 
ing His life on earth. 
A ram aic 
was 
spoken 
throughout ancient P ales­ 
tine. and the lands th at are 
now Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, 
southern Turkey, and n orth ­ 
ern Iraq. But after the Arab 
conquest of these lands in 
the seventh century, A ra­ 
maic was gradually replaced 
by Arabic. In Syria, only 
those three villages, all in 
the Qalamon valley not far 
from Damascus, have pre­ 
served the ancient language 
of Christ to the present day 
The 
population 
numbers 
only a few thousand, two- 
fifths of them Greek O r­ 
thodox, another two-fifths 
Greek, and the rest Moslem 
Philologists of the Uni­ 
versity of Beirut tell us that 
while the Aramaic dialect 
of these three villages has 
been intermixed with Ara­ 
ble, the villagers would have 
understood, and been un­ 
derstood by. Christ and the 
people of His time. 
Naturally, the people of 
Ma’lula are very proud of 
their Aramaic language and 
take pains to keep it alive 
and flourishing. Many fa m ­ 
ilies speak only Aramaic to 
their 
children 
until 
the 
youngsters are five years 
old and must go to school, 
where they learn Arabic, 
the national language. 
Outside Syria, Aramaic is 
spoken at Urmia, in Turkey 
. . . by the Chaldean C atho­ 
lics of Bartelle in northern 
Iraq .. . and by the villagers 
of Malabar in southwestern 
India. And Aramaic is still 
used in the liturgy of cer­ 
tain churches which began 
in the Middle East, such as 
the Marionites and Syrian 
Orthodox groups.

Although it has been said 
there was no candle to light 
the manger in the stable at 
Bethlehem, still from early 
times people have placed 
tapers in windows to light 
the way for the C hrist 
Child and welcome /Him. 
In many countries, any­ 
one coming to the door at 
Christmastime was invited 
to enter. For some believed 
that Christ Himself would 
appear at a house with a 
candle, concealing his iden­ 
tity, to learn the extent of 
their kindness. 
C andles have inspired 
men throughout the ages, 
linking their bright glow 
with the beauty of faith. 
Research by Hallmark can­ 
dle expert John Sinjem re­ 
veals 
th at candles 
were 
generally used at Christ­ 
mastime as far back as the 
11th Century. Until the 18th 
Century they were made 
primarily from tallow or 
beeswax. The latter was 
referred, as an emblem of 
ary’s purity, for wax is 
the product of virgin bees. 
Many persons believed that 
bees came from heaven, and 
it was not unusual for reli­ 
gious Institutions to keep 
swarms of them. According 
to an early writer, the wax 
represented Christ’s body: 
the wick, His soul; and the 
flame His divine nature. 
The religious symbolism 
of the candle grew through 
the centuries after early 
Christians, huddled in the 
damp chill catacombs of 
Rome, used lighted candles 
as a source of comfort.

In 1750 a substance from 
the head of the sperm whale 
was found to be superior to 
tallow and beeswax.

Feast of Sinterklaas 


Patron Saint of Amsterdam Was Porn in 
Asia Minor; Famed as Child Benefactor 


For centuries, the Feast 
of Sinterklaas has been 
unique as a Dutch and 
Flemish event, honoring St. 
Nicholas’ Calendar Day on 
December 6, but celebrated 
on the eve, December 5. 
Why is St. Nicholas’ in­ 
fluence so strong in Hol­ 
land? Primarily because he 
was the patron saint of 
merchants and sailors. The 
actual Saint lived from 271 
A.D. to December 6. 342 or 
343. so that his Calendar 
Day honors the date of his 
death. He became famous 
as the Archbishop of Myra, 
in Asia Minor, and per­ 
formed many good and 
saintly deeds. Legend tells 
us he performed miracles as 
well, such as calming stormy 
seas, dropping dowries into 
the shoes of penniless maid­ 
ens, and saving children 
from dire harm. He is now 
the patron saint of the city 
of Amsterdam. 
All Dutch children believe 
that Sinterklaas, as the 
saint is now known, lives in 
Spain, 
where he spends 
most of the year recording 
the behavior of all children 
in a big red book, while his 
servant Piet (Petei stocks 
up on presents for the next 
December 5.

Christmas Themes 
From Tapestry Era 
Are Revived Today 


Today’s great revival of tapestry work and other needle crafts shows a lively in­ 
terest in sacred subjects, just as many of the famous tapestries of the past were devout 
treatments of Biblical themes, including the Nativity and the Adoration of the Magi. 
Tapestry work itself has a long and fascinating history, as modern weavers and 
embroiderers are discovering. It is defined as a hand-woven, patterned fabric in which 
the weaver shapes one area of color at a time. Basically a simple technique, which 
can be accomplished even on primitive looms, such weaving has been done ever since 
early antiquity. 
The oldest tapestry work known to us is Egyptian, where some of the cloth found 
in tombs was patterned with lotus flowers and hieroglyphics. A comprehensive history 
would trace it through pre-Christian times to the fine silk hangings made in Byzantium, 
and adapted from there by Islamic artists — plus the parallel development in the Far 
East, where tapestries were made by the Chinese and Japanese. But our own tradi­ 
tion is derived from the European, which has produced such exquisite work as the 
examples reproduced here. 
Although the most dramatic examples are large pictorial wall hangings, tapestry 
has been used for many other purposes, such as covers, cushions, and upholstery . . . 
just as today’s craftsmen make chair covers in needlepoint. 


Wool is the most frequently used fiber, though details 
are often done with silk or even gold or silver — and some 
tapestries have been produced entirely in silk.

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The earliest wool tapestries in Western Europe date 
from the 12th and 13th centuries — when the Crusades 
had made Europeans familiar with the tapestries of the 
East The first professional tapestry workshop in Paris 
was established about 1263. The earliest surviving product 
of that workshop is a group of large tapestries showing 
scenes from the Apocalypse, now in the Museum of Tapes­ 
tries in Angers, France. Others from the same period in­ 
clude one called “Nine Heroes," now in The Cloisters in 
New York, and the “Presentation of Christ in the Temple," 
which is in Brussels. All of these reflect the style of the 
Franco-Flemish painting and book illumination of the 
late 14th Century — a composition in tiers and back­ 
grounds covered with initials or flowers. 


Tapestry in Today*s H Orld 


The revival of interest in our own time is partially a t­ 
tributable to a reaction against poor quality in mass- 
produced merchandise and synthetic fabrics. Another fac­ 
tor is that modern painting of the abstract school trans­ 
lates well into tapestry. And again - today’s architecture 
is stark and severe, and in need of color, just as were 
mediaeval castles. Hence decorative wall hangings are 
again serving a true function, even if they are no longer 
needed to keep out the cold. 
Today we have not only the professional weavers in tra­ 
ditional workshops, but also the small-scale production of 
the artist-weaver. Even more notable, perhaps, is the 
prominence of the individual craftsman, most often a 
craftswoman. who expresses herself in the related tech­ 
niques of needlepoint and crewel embroidery. 
Many of today’s experts in needlecrafts are members of 
the Embroiderers’ Guild of America, an educational, non­ 
profit organization whose purpose is to maintain high 
standards of design, color, and workmanship in all kinds 
of embroidery and canvas work. Through its New York 
office, the Guild carries on a variety of activities, includ­ 
ing a quarterly publication, a reference library, and occa­ 
sional contests. 
The modern illustrations we show are courtesy of the 
Embroiderers’ Guild, as they are among the winning de­ 
signs in a Christmas Card competition held by the Guild. 
They are interesting modern interpretations of the tapes­ 
try themes of the past.

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Coptic 
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Rule in Ethiopia 


Ethiopia*is a land which 
has been Christian for some 
1600 years. The Ethiopian 
Orthodox Coptic Church, 
which has much in common 
with other Eastern Hite 
churches, such as the Greek 
and the Russian, is the es­ 
tablished church of the n a­ 
tion. In its interesting and 
unusual customs, which are 
a blend of Christian, Heb­ 
raic, and pagan traditions, 
there are many unusual 
rites and ceremonies, cen­ 
tering on the important 
Church festivals of Christ­ 
mas and Epiphany. 
Today, in Ethiopia, cus­ 
toms of the Western cele­ 
bration of Christmas are 
beginning to find popular­ 
ity. so that Santa Claus is 
becoming a familiar figure, 
Christmas trees are being 
set up and decorated, and 
gifts are being exchanged. 
All this is done, however, 
according to the dates of 
the old Julian calendar, 
which is the one followed 
in Ethiopia, so that they 
celebrate Christm as on 
January 7th 
In this connection, it is 
interesting to know that the 
year in Ethiopia consists of 
13 months, starting on Sep­ 
tember 11, when spring be­ 
gins. There are 12 months 
of 30 days each, plus a short 
month of 5 days, known as 
Pagumen. This comes just 
before the New Year. 
However westernized the 
Ethiopian Christmas may 
become, the people are not 
likely to change their ob­ 
servance of important reli­ 
gious festivals In the month 
of January, known as Tirr, 
the Coptic Church observes 
4 festivals 
the first being 
Christmas, but even more 
important is Epiphany, or 
Tlmket, This has, as its 
main feature, the blessing of 
water and the sprinkling of 
it on the assembled faith­ 
ful — a re-eractment 
Christ’s baptism by 
the Baptist On the pri 
day. all is made ready Bells 
ring, trumpets blow', and 
drums roll as the priests 
carry the sacred “Tabot” 
out from the church to a 
special carpeted tent, where 
it remains overnight until 
time for the priests to bring 
it forth for the ceremony. 
The “Tabot” is the most 
sacred object in the church. 
It represents the Ark of the 
Covenant, which, according 
to tradition, was brought to 
Ethiopia from Jerusalem by 
Menellk, son of King Solo­ 
mon and the Queen of She­ 
ba The Tabot is really a 
portable altar holding the 
sacred vessels for celebrat­ 
ing the Eucharist, and is al­ 
ways carried concealed un­ 
der crimson cloths, on the 
heads of the priests.

We know that our calen­ 
dar today is a relatively 
modern institution. But do 
we realize that in earliest 
times, Christmas was cele­ 
brated on January 18? It la 
still so celebrated by the 
Armenian church. Later on 
the date became January 6 
— and it was only in 1752, 
with the final change to the 
Gregorian calendar, that 
the rearrangement of dates 
placed Christmas Day on 
December 25. 
Some church people in 
England were very indig­ 
nant when this change took 
place — feeling that some­ 
how they had been robbed 
of 11 days and the corre­ 
sponding wages. Some of 
tnem tried to find out il the 
new date were correct by 
noting whether or not the 
tree called the Glastonbury 
Thorn (supposedly plantec. 
by Joseph of Arimathea) 
would flower on the new’ 
date or the old. Sometimes 
the tree bloomed on one day 
and sometimes on the oth­ 
er, however, depending on 
the weather — so that sup­ 
porters of both dates m an­ 
aged to keep up the quarre! 
for some time.
